is  memo,  of  part  of  the  business  transacted,  a  large  amount  of 
routine  business  was  done  of  which  it  is  thought  unnecessary  to 
report  particularly  : 


At  general  meeting  held  March  15th,  1891,  the  following  report 
was  presented ; — 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fisheries. 
To  the   Vancouver  Board  of  Trade 

We,  your  Committee,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : — We 
learn  from  valued  information  that  during  the  months  from  April  to 
November  inclusive,  that  halibut  is  to  be  found  plentifully  in  neai-ly 
all  the  inland  waters  of  British  Columbia  and  adjacent  seas  from  the 
southermost  head  of  Vancouver  Island  to  Alaska.  During  the 
months  of  December,  Janur^ry,  February  and  March,  the  halibut 
appear  to  migrate  or  change  their  feeding  ground,  and  their  where- 
abouts have  not  yet  been  discovered. 

We  also  learn  from  best  authority  that  black  cod  abound 
plentifully  on  the  coast  of  British  Columbia  outside  the  inland  seas, 
and  that  the  farther  north  the  more  plentiful  they  are  to  be  found, 
the  quality  of  the  fish  improving  as  you  go  northward.  These  fish 
are  caught  in  deep  water,  varying  from  one  to  two  hundred  fathoms, 
and  can  be  preserved  foi'  the  eastern  markets,  they  being  (|uite  equal 
to  a  No.  1  eastern  mackerel. 

As  for  the  salmon  it  is  a  well-known  fact  that  from  the  Fraser 
River  to  the  coast  of  Alaska,  that  all  the  rivers  and  streams  abound 
with  this  species  of  fish  in.  great  abundance,  and  (juitc  a  immljer  of 
canneries  are  established  near  the  mouth  df  the  Fraser  River,  and  a 
few  farther  north  and  more  in  contemplation. 

There  is  also  a  number  of  species  of  small  fish,  such  as  oolachems, 
herrings,  smelts,  and  sanlines,  in  unlimited  numbcis  on  the  British 
Columbia  coast,  but  no  efforts  have  been  put  forth  to  any  extent  to 
establish  a  regular  business  in  bringing  those  fish  into  the  market. 
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There  are  also  various  other  kinds  of  good  fish  too  numerous  to 
mention  which  have  not  yet  found  their  way  into  our  markets,  only 
in  very  limited  quantities ;  and  we,  the  committee  on  fisheries,  feel 
satisfied  that  any  parties  or  Companies  with  the  necessary  capital, 
who  would  engage  in  the  development  of  the  fishing  industry  in  the 
waters  of  British  Columbia,  if  carried  on  in  proper  form,  not  only 
make  same  a  profitable  business  especially  to  themselves  but  would 
also  be  of  great  benefit  to  this  province  generally.

Following  resolutions  were  passed  : — 

"  That  this  Board  desire  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation 
of  the  great  attention  given  at  all  times  to  the  commercial  interests 
of  Vancouver  by  the  retiring  president,  R.  H.  Alexander,  Esq.,  and 
request  that  he  may  be  pleased  to  accept  this  resolution  as  a  unani- 
mous expression  of  their  respect." 

"  That,  whereas,  there  is  no  postal  car  on  the  train  which  leaves 
Winnipeg  for  Vancouver  on  Wednesday,  and  in  consequence  the 
British  and  United  States'  mails  which  arrive  at  the  former  place 
on  that  day  do  not  reach  here  until  Sunday ;  and,  whereas,  the  said 
mails  if  forwarded  on  the  day  of  their  arrival  at  Winnipeg  would 
arrive  here  on  Saturday,  and  thus  enable  recipients  to  answer  their 
correspondence  by  ret<irn  mail,  instead  of  having  to  wait  until 
Tuesday  as  under  existing  circumstances ;  therefore,  be  it  resolved, 
that  this  Board  request  the  representatives  of  this  district  to  urge 
upon  the  Dominion  Government  the  necessity  for  having  the  mails 
leave  Winnipeg  on  Wednesdays  for  Vancouver  and  leave  Vancouver 
for  Winnipeg  and  all  eastern  points  on  Monday.     Carried. 

Messrs.  Isaac  Oppenheimer  and  W.  J.  McMillan  were  elected 
members  of  the  Board. 


At  general   meeting  of  March   21st,   the  following  resolutioa 
passed  unanimously : — 

"That  the  members  of  Vancouver  Board  of  Trade  desire  to 
place  on  record  their  sincere  regret  at  the  loss  which  the  City  of 
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Vancouver  and  this  Board  have  sustained  by  the  death  of  the  late 
Vice-President,  Dr.  James  Whetham,  and  beg  leave  to  convey  to  his 
relatives  their  heartfelt  sympathies  in  their  bereavement." 


At  general  meeting  of  March  28th,  Mr.  Geo.  E.  Berteaux  was 
unanimously  elected  vice-president  in  place  of  Dr.  James  Whetham 
deceased. 

A  resolution  was  passed  asking  the  Legislature  to  make  certain 
grants  of  land  to  the  Vancouver,  Peace  River  and  Alaska  Railroad. 

The  following  letter  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Council : — 

Sydney,  N.S.W.,  Jan.  ^6th,  1891. 

To  the  Secretary  Board  of  Trade  or  Chamber  of  Commerce, 

Vancouver,  BritLsh  Cohimbia 

Dear  Sik, — -Seeing  the  progress  now  being  made  towards  the 
establishment  of  the  fast  Canadian  Pacific  Mail  service  from  Van- 
couver to  Australia,  we  are  now  forming  a  committee  of  mercantile 
gentlemen  who  are  desirous  of  opening  up  trade  with  British 
Columbia  ami  the  Dominion,  and  have  much  pleasure  in  asking 
your  kind  favor  and  assistance  in  supplying  us  with  information  in 
reference  to  the  folio  .ving  : 

1st. — Dominion  tariffs  and  probable  exports  to  Australia  via 
Vancouver. 

2nd. — Quantity  of  fresh  salincn  caught  adjacent  to  Vancouver 
terminus,  wholesale  prices,  etc. 

3rd. — Quantity  cases  tinned  salmon  exported  to  Australia  via 
San  Francisco. 

4th. — High  class  fish  and  game,  wholesale  prices,  etc. 

5th. — Fine  dressed  lumbers,  doors,  wmdow  frames  and  sashes, 
shooks,  staves  and  fruit  cases  all  in  bundles,  etc.,  quantity  manu- 
factured, wholesale  prices,  etc.,  whether  manufactured  adjacent  to 
Vancouver  terminus  of  the  steamers,  and  any  other  information  yon 
may  be  pleased  to  furnish  us  with. 

Sydney,  Brisbane,  and  Fiji  exports  : 

1st. — Frozen  mutton,  butter,  fruit. 

2nd. — Wool,  wines,  sugar  and  copra.  Tf  sugar  refineries  are 
erected  or  likely  to  be  erected  in  Vancouver  adjacent  to  the  steamers, 
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etc.?  Are  woollen  mills  erected  or  likely  to  be  erected  in  Vancouver 
adjacent  to  the  steamers,  etc.?  Are  oil  mills  erected  or  likely  to  be 
erected  in  Vancouver  adjacent  to  the  steamers,  etc.? 

3rd. — Sisal,  hemp  and  flax.  What  demand,  if  any  market 
prices,  etc. 

4th. — Wines.  Shall  be  pleased  with  a  special  report  in  reference 
to  this.  We  are  turning  out  in  these  colonies  first-class  wines,  and 
in  thj  course  of  a  few  years  will  be  one  of  our  principal  industries. 

5th. — Have  you  cold  storage  rooms  in  Vancouver  adjacent  to 
the  steamers  ?  Our  committee  are  desirous  of  promoting  a  profitable 
trade  between  Australasia  and  Vancouver  and  vice  versa,  and  we 
have,  therefore,  taken  the  liberty  in  seeking  the  necessary  informa- 
tion with  a  view  to  this  object.  In  conclusion,  we  shall  esteem  it  a 
great  favor  if  you  will  comply  with  our  request.

A  discussion  then  ensued  as  to  the  best  manner  to  receive  Mr. 
W.  C.  Van  Home,  the  President  of  the  C.P.R.,  who  would  be  out 
here  at  the  arrival  of  the  S.S.  Empress  of  India,  with  the  result  that 
the  following  resolution  was  proposed  by  Messrs.  Ceperley  and 
Bmanuels,  that  when  the  committee  on  the  reception  of  the  S.S. 
Empress  of  India  and  the  President  of  the  C.  P.  II.  are  ready  to 
report,  a  gencal  meeting  of  this  Board  be  called  to  receive  such 
report.     Carried. 

Mr.  II.  C.  Ferguson  gave  notice  that  at  the  next  general  meet- 
ing he  would  move  that  the  subscription  be  increased  from  $3  to  $6 
per  quarter. 

Mr.  Skene  gave  notice  that  he  would  move  as  an  amendment 
that  the  subscription  be  $4.50  instead  of  $6. 


At  Council  meeting  of  March  31st,  Mr.  H.  McDowell  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  council,  and  following  committees  were

Following  resolution  passed,  "  That  the  Council  of  Vancouver 
Board  of  Trade  are  of  opinion  that  the  establishment  of  submarine- 
cable  communication  from  Australia  to  the  Pacific  shores  of  the 
Dominion  would  be  a  great  assistance  to  the  general  commerce  of 
the  country,  and  would  respectfully  urge  that  all  possible  aid  be 
afforded  to  the  undertaking." 

The  matter  of  shacks  on  foreshore  was  referred  to  Committee 
on  Trade,  etc.,  they  to  procure  maps  and  photos,  and  prepare  a 
memorial  to  be  submitted  to  the  Council  re  claim  for  charges  against 
the  ship  "  Hamburg."  The  secretary  was  instructed  to  continue 
correspondence  with  the  Attorney  General. 


At  Council  meeting  of  April  8th,  1891,  the  following  resolutions 
were  passed : — 

"That  a  special  meeting  be  called  for  l-ith  inst.,  to  consider 
matter  of  holding  a  banquet." 

"  That  a  communication  be  sent  to  the  Honorable  the  Minister 
of  Justice  on  subject  of  charges  made  for  keep  of  sailors  of  barque 
"  Hamburg,"  requesting  an  opinion  re  legality  of  charge." 
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"  That  the  Council  of  Vancouver  Board  of  Trade  are  of  opinion 
that  there  should  be  no  duty  charged  on  samples  which  are  of  no 
commercial  value." 


At  special  general  meeting  of  April  l-lth,  it  was  decided  that 
the  Board  should  hold  a  banquet  and  that  place  of  holding  same  be 
left  to  Committee  on  Banquet,  as  follows : — J.  C.  McLagan,  S.  J. 
Emanuels,  E.  E.  Penzer,  Wm.  Skene,  G.  G.  McKay,  I.  Oppenheimer, 
and  W.  F.  Salsbury.

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The  following  resolution  was  adopted: — 

Whereas  by  arrangement  between  the  Imperial  and  Dominion 
postal  officials  a  parcel-post  package  is  despatched  weekly  for 
Canada.

And,  whereas  one  of  the  aforesaid  packages  is  sealed  at  Liver- 
pool for  Victoria,  s.aid  package  usually  arrives  in  this  city  on  Sunday 
afternoon  on  its  way  to  Victoria,  rendering  it  impossible  for  thb 
business  men  of  Vancouver  to  receive  their  packages  before  Tuesday 
'Or  Wednesday  following,  and  then  only  after  passing  Her  Majesty's 
Custom  officers  where  further  delay  is  experienced. 

And,  whereas  the  importance  of  Vancouver's  commerce  has  now 
attained  to  that  status  which  demands  the  most  rapid  transit  in  all 
mail  matter.

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  this  Board  respectfully  memo- 
rialize the  Postmaster  General  of  Canada  setting  forth  the  annoy- 
ance and  inconvenience,  the  unnecessary  delay  in  the  delivery  of  the 
parcel-post  packages  occasions  the  business  men  of  Vancouver,  and, 
that  he  on  behalf  of  the  Government  of  Canada  be  ret.  nested  to  go 
arrange  the  sealing  of  the  packages  for  British  Columbia,  that  those 
intended  for  Vancouver  be  made  up  direct  for  this  city. 


At  meeting  of  April  21st,  the  following  resolution  passed: — 
"  That  the  Council  of  the  Board  of  Trade  request  the  City  Council 
to  pass  a   resolution  urging  the  Department   at    Ottawa    to   take 
immediate  action  toward  the  removal  of  the  shacks  from  the  fore- 
shore of  Vancouver  harbor  and  False  Creek. 

Mr.  Salsbury  from  Banquet  Committtee  reported  arrangements 
progressing  favorably. 


At  general  meeting  of  April  24th,  Mr.  Fred  Cockburn  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Board. 


The  second  annual  banquet,  held  April  29th,  was  a  most  suc- 
cessful affjiir.  Hon.  Edward  Blake  made  one  of  his  most  pleasing 
efforts,  and  several  other  able  speakers  from  different  places  favored 
the  occasion. 
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By  order  of  Council  meeting  of  May  13th,  the  following  letter 
was  sent : — 

Vancouver,  B.C.,  May  l^th,  1S91. 

G.  E.  CoRBOULD,  Esq.,  M.P.P., 
Ottawa. 

Sir, — At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  this  Board  held  last 
evening  I  was  instructed  to  address  you  on  matter  of  removal  of 
shacks  from  foreshore  of  Vancouver  harbor  and  False  Creek. 

When  Sir  Hecto '  Langevin  was  here  last  the  subject  was  pretty 
fully  discussed,  and  later  we  forwarded  a  resolution  praying  for  the 
removal  of  these  shacks. 

On  December  31st,  the  Department  wrote  us  inclosing  copy  of  a 
letter  of  December  22nd  from  the  Department  of  Justice,  suggesting 
that  it  be  ascertained  exactly  whore  the  shacks  are  situated  and 
noting  the  improbability  of  them  being  between  high  and  low- 
water  mark. 

Now  to  put  the  matter  more  clearly  than  it  has  been,  the  map 
sent  you  by  this  mail  and  photographs  accompanying  same  have 
been  prepared,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  this  Board  that  you  kindly 
press  the  importance  of  the  matter  upon  the  Minister. 

Photo  No.  1  is  taken  from  Hastings  Mill  slip  looking  west. 
No.  2  from  near  Royal  City  Mill,  also  looking  west. 

The  map  is  carefully  prepared,  and  while  it  only  covers  part  of 
the  shore  upon  which  the  shacks  stand,  we  think  it  will  be  sufficient 
to  show  where  the  shacks  are  situated. 

It  is  desired  that  all  shacks  whether  shown  on  part  covered  by 
map  or  otherwise  be  removed. 

Neither  of  the  photos  are  taken  at  high  tide,

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At  general  meeting  of  June  25th,  Mayor  Kelly  of  Brandon  was 
present  and  discussed  with  the  Council  the  advisability  of  erecting 
a  riour  mill  at  Vancouver. 

It  was  resolved,  *•  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  procure 
information  on  acreage  of  wheat  and  yield,  etc," 
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At  request  of  Ml     Rogers,   manager  of  Sugar  Refinery,   the 
following  telegram  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to : —

"  Result  of  reductioii  in  duty  on  refined  sugar  will  be  com. 
petition  from  Hong  Kong  refiners  that  will  close  Vancouver  refinery- 
Vancouver  Board  of  Trade  therefore  asks  that  protection  be  in- 
creased to  same  figure  as  under  old  tariff,  namely,  one  dollar  thirty- 
five  per  hundred  pounds.  Please  secure  cooperation  of  members 
from  Manitoba  and  Northwest  who  are  equally  interested  in  com- 
petition between  Vancouver  and  eastern  refineries." 


At  general  meeting  of  June  26th,  it  was  decided  to  recommend 
scheme  of  Mr.  Bushman,  of  North  American  Revietv,  for  write-up  of 
the  city,  Secretary  to  assist  in  securing  subscriptions  to  scheme. 


The  following  resolution  passed,  "  that  Vancouver  Board  of 
Trade  supports  the  action  of  the  British  Columbia  members  in 
asking  the  Government  to  appoint  a  commissioner  to  investigate  the 
fishery  regulations  in  British  Columbia  and  report  thereon,  and  that 
the  appointment  of  a  permanent  local  commissioner  to  regulntc  "^ 
matte  1  s  pertaining  to  the  industry  is  desirable.

Council  meeting  of  July   23rd,  authorized  Secretary  to   take 
steps  to  arrange  for  provincial  exhibits  for  use  in  C.  P.  R.  c  -r  in 


England. 


Secretary  reported  securing  of  seventy-five  subscribers  to 
North  Americati  Revietv,  entitling  this  city  to  three  write-ups  of  a 
page  each. 


Council  meeting  of  July  24^th,  passed  following  resolution,  "that 
the  attention  of  the  Minister  of  Marine  be  called  to  the  fact  that 
an  obstruction,  in  shape  of  a  wharf,  is  being  erected  almost  in  mid- 
stream at  False  Creek  immediately  west  of  Westminster  Avenue 
Bridge,  and  that  the  mouth  of  False  Creek  near  Granville  Street 
Bridge  is  being  stopped  up  with  mill  refuse,  and  urge  immediate 
attention.     Same  to  be  telegraphed." 

That  the  Vancouver  Board  of  Trade  beg  to  urge  that  the 
Commissioner  of  Customs  may  see  fit  to  remit  the  duty  as  now 
stated  in  the  tariff  on  the  material  and  machinery  of  three  steel 
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steamers  to  be  built  in  Vancouvei",  and  wliicli  are  now  m  route  fron: 
Paisley,  Scotland,  for  the  Union  H.  S.  Company  of  British  Columbia, 
for  the  fcjllowin^'f  reasons : — These  steamers  have  been  put  together 
in  Scotland,  taken  apart  and  shippetl  U)  Vancouver,  there  to  be 
re-erected  at  an  estimated  cost  of  i?30,000  for  laboi-  and  material, 
and  on  completion  will  have  to  enter  into  competition  with  steamers 
entirely  built  in  British  Territory  outside  of  the  Dominion,  and 
admitted  free  of  all  duty  to  trade  in  the  waters  of  British  Columbia, 


General  meeting  of  July  24th,  passed  the  following  resolution, 
*' that  a  communication  be  for  arded  from  this  Board  to  the  City 
Council  drawing  their  attention  to  the  importance  of  having  the 
City  of  Vancouver  properly  represented  at  the  forthcoming  Toronto 
Exhibition,  and  suggesting  the  desirability  of  the  Mayor  and 
Council  appointing  a  special  connnittee  to  act  in  conjunction  with 
the  Provincial  Exhibit  Association  in  this  city  towards  that  end. 
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Council  meeting  of  August  3rd,  passed  the  following  resolution, 
*'  that  the  trade  and  commerce  of  the  Pacific  coast  cities  have  now 
reached  such  dimensions  as  seems  to  warrant  the  establishment  of  a 
full  and  complete  daily  mail  service  from  and  to  the  east,  and  this 
Board  petitions  the  Government  to  give  this  matter  their  favorable 
consideration." 


At    general    meeting    of    September    1st,    Mr.    \\\    Godfrey, 
manager  of  Bank  of  British  North  America,  was  elected  a  member. 

And  Advertising  Connnittee  and  the  Secretary  were  requested 
to  have  matter  for  free  insertion  in  Williamii  Directory  prepared. 


At  general  meeting  of  October  23rd,  the  following  was  resolved, 
"this  Board  having  observed  that  the  Provincial  Government  has 
given  notice  of  its  intention  to  offer  at  public  sale,  blocks  1  and  6  in 
Old  Granville  Townsite,  and  this  Board  considering  that  the  com- 
mercial interests  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  imperatiAely  demand  that 
the  water  front  in  question  should  be  prevented  from  passing  into 
the  hands  of  private  parties  and  be  kept  as  a  public  wharf,  therefor 
this  Board  respectfully  re(iuests  the  City  Council  to  take  such  steps 
as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  property  for  the  city,  in  case  the 
Provincial  Government  should  decide  to  alienate  the  same." 


Council  meeting  of  October  28th  appointed  Messrs.  Cotton  and 
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Skene   to   co-operate   witli    City   Councillors   in   interviewing    the 
Government  in  the  matter. 


General  meeting  of  December  1st,  passed  the  following  resolu- 
tion, "that  this  Board  desires  to  call  the  attention*  ' "  '•'^e  Post  Office 
Inspector  to  the  great   delay   in  the    transmis  jL   mails  from 

Bellingham  Bay,  Tacoma,  etc.,  to  the  mainland  ot  British  Columbia, 
and  re(juests  that  steps  may  be  taken  to  have  improved  postal  com- 
munication with  these  points." 

"  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  inform  the  Victoria  City 
Council  that  this  Board  defers  action  until  informed  as  to  what  the 
Provincial  Government  proposes  doing  in  the  matter  of  Chicago 
World's  Fair." 

Mr.  L.  A.  Hamilton,  C.  P.  II.  Land  Commissioner,  Winnipeg, 
was  by  resolution  requested  to  forward  British  Columbia  exhibits 
in  his  hands  to  London,  England,  for  exhibition  in  C.P.R.  cars. 


Resolved,  "  that  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  presented  to  Capt. 
J.  C.  Rounding,  of  Sydney,  N.S.W.,  for  his  contribution  to  our 
library  of  valuable  books  and  papers,  and  for  the  interest  he  has 
taken  in  matters  of  trade  between  Canada  and  Australia." 


On  September  8th,  Col.  Howard  Vincent  lectured  in  Market 
Hall  under  the  auspices  of  the  Boai'd,  the  President  in  chair.  His 
Worship  Mayor  Oppenheimer  moved  and  F.  L.  Carter-Cotton,  Esq., 
M.P.P.,  seconded  the  following  resolution  which  was  unanimously 
adopted,  viz.: — 

"  That  this  public  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Vancouver,  British 
Columbia,  convened  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  desires  to  endorse  the 
approval  expressed  by  their  fellow  Canadians  in  Quebec  and  Ontario, 
in  the  ^Maiitime  Provinces,  Manitoba,  and  the  Northwest  Territories, 
as  to  the  individual  and  collective  advantages  which  would  follow 
tho  adoption  of  the  policy  of  the  "United  Empire  Trade  League" 
in  establishing  preferential  trade  relations  between  all  parts  of  the 
British  Empire,  and  send  their  hearty  message  of  brotherly  feeling 
to  the  people  of  England  and  all  under  the  British  flag." 


General  meeting  of  January  22nd,  1892,  appointed  J.  B.  Ker, 
W.  Skene,  nnd  W.  F.  Salsbury,  with  the  Secretary  to  prepare  the 
annual  report. 
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Cieneral  meeting  of  January  22n(l,  1892,  re  fast  Atlantic  mail 
service,  resolved,  "while  this  Board  does  not  consider  it  within  its 
province  to  discriminate  between  one  Canadian  poit  and  another, 
yet  it  ia  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  no  large  subsidy  should  be 
granted  without  stipulating  that  a  Trans-Atlantic  service  should  com- 
mence or  terminate  on  Canadian  Territory." 


Council  meeting,  January  27th,  1892,  passed  the  following 
resolution,  "  that  this  Board  beg  respectfully  to  press  upon  the 
notice  of  the  Government  the  great  advantages,  which,  in  their 
opinion,  would  result  to  the  Province  from  the  establishment  of 
the  industry  of  ship  building,  and  as  a  means  of  its  promotion  would 
ask  the  Government  to  take  into  consideration  the  advisability  of 
granting  a  bonus  of  five  dollars  per  ton  register  to  the  builders  of 
any  seagoing  vessel  of  a  tonnage  of  not  less  than  GOO  tons,  the  said 
bonus  to  be  paid  on  the  vessel  being  registered  and  classed." 

Also,  "  that  this  Board  joins  British  Columbia  Board  in  request 
that  Sir  James  Douglas  be  placed  in  connnission  as  a  fishery 
explorer." 


Council  meeting,  of  February  5th,  1892,  passed  the  following, 
"it  having  come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  Board  that  a  demand  has 
been  made  of  86.00  per  ton  on  rails  used  by  parties  engaged  in 
lumbering,  the  Board  would  respectfully  repi-(!sent  that  the  rails  in 
question  are  of  a  weight  exceeding  25  pounds  and  that  the  railways 
are  not  tramways  but  actual  railways  operated  with  regular  heavy 
locomotives,  and  that  consecjuently  the  rails  being  for  use  in  railway 
tracks  according  to  the  Customs'  Act  they  should  be  admitted  free." 
That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  Corbould,  M.P., 
for  reference  to  Ottawa,  viz.: — 

"Whereas,  southern  yellow  pine  commonly  called  pitch  pine, 
the  product  of  the  United  States,  is  admitted  into  Canada  free  of 
duty  and  comes  into  direct  competition  with  Douglas  fir  (also  known 
as  Oregon  pine)  a  product  of  British  Columbia,  which  is  applicable 
to  all  purposes  for  which  pitch  pine  ci.n  be  used,  and  which  is 
subject  when  entering  the  United  States  to  a  dtty  of  two  dollars 
per  thousand  feet.  This  Board  would  respectfully  urge  that  in 
pursuance  of  the  Nationa.  Policy  a  similar  duty  of  two  dollars  per 
thousand  feet  be  imposed  on  pitch  pine  from  the  United  States  when 
imported  into  Canada,  unless  Douglas  fir  be  placed  upon  the  United 
States  free  list." 

That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  Mr.  Corbould, 
M.P.,  for  reference  to  Ottawa,  and  to  difFeient  Boards  of  Trade  of 
the  Province  with  request  for  their  co-operation. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTER 


The  accompanying  statistics  show  the  state  and  actual  progress 
of  Vancouver  City  during  the  year  \^d\. 

The  growth  of  the  city  and  of  the  province  has  during  that 
period  been  the  subject  of  careful  examination  and  report  by 
leading  organs  of  the  press  in  the  United  States  as  well  as  in 
Canada,  and  your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  comparative 
fulness  and  scrupulous  accuracy  of  a  number  of  these  article"  would 
justify  their  republication  by  your  Board  as  statements  of  facts  re- 
garding the  city  and  province.  Your  Committee  therefor  recom- 
mends the  reprinting  of  the  following  from  the  Western  World  and 
North  Atnerican  Jieviejv,  and  the  conse([uent  curtjdlment  of  general 
report  to  the  statistical  data  collected  by  the  Secretary  and  sub- 
mitted herewith : — ■ 

THE   PROGRESS   OF   VANCOUVER. 


By  J.  B.  Ker. 


During  the  past  year  the  chief  financial  centres  of  Europe  have 
experienced  exceptional  ditticulty,  the  apprehension  of  crisis  over- 
shadowed the  American  continent,  business  enterprise  has  been 
limited,  and  depression  induced  by  restricted  monetary  circulation. 
The  manufacturing  towns  of  England  and  the  vigorous  communities 
of  the  Pacific  slope  have  alike  suffered  in  sympathy  with  the  main 
centres  of  commerce.  That  during  this  period,  and  amid  prevalent 
depression,  a  comparatively  young  city  should  have  made  rapid  and 
unabated  progress  marks  it  as  an  exception  of  singular  vitality. 
This  appears  to  have  been  the  case  with  the  City  of  Vancouver, 
which  is  fast  becoming  the  leading  seaport  of  the  North  Pacific. 


Montreal  and  Vancouver  are  on  almost  straight  line  between 
Liverpool  and  the  seaports  of  China.  The  energy  and  resource  of 
the  Anglo-Canadian  Federation  have  been  concentrated  on  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  this  line  of  communication.  Van- 
couver is  the  connecting  link  by  land  and  sea.  There  the  Canadian 
Pacific  trains  and  the  China  steamers  discharge  their  freights  on  the 
same  wharf.  The  high  speed  steamships  of  the  C.  P.  R.  Empress 
line  run  this  year  between  Vancouver  and  China,  and  the  mails 
have  been  carried  from  Japan  to  England  under  21  days.  The 
English  press  takes  the  view  that  this  route  will  cause  a  revolution 
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in  the  commerce  of  the  Orient,  foreign  countries  apprehending  its 
value  are  adopting  it  as  the  most  expeditious  for  mail  service,  and 
the  numbp'"  of  passengers  by  the  steamers  has  already  exceeded  the 
accommodation.  The  freight  carried  over  this  line,  every  package  of 
which  is  handled  in  Vancouver,  is  assuming  gigantic  proportions 
The  President  of  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Connnerce,  in  the 
Norfli  American  lievieic  for  November,  1891,  says:  "  Every  bale 
of  New  England  made  goods,  destined  for  China,  is  shipped  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  to  Vancouver,"  and  this  is  but  an  item  of 
the  westward  trattic.  Eastward  comes  tea  for  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  Rice,  silks,  sugar  and  other  Asiatic  staples  swell 
the  volume  of  merchandise  which  rolls  over  the  wharves  of  Burrard 
Inlet.  The  California  Jiankers  Mayazine  iov  last  June  calls 
attention  to  Vancouver  being  700  miles  nearer  than  8an  Francisco 
on  the  grand  ciicle,  refers  to  the  fifteen  days  journey  from  New 
York  to  Japan,  and  continues  thus :  "  Each  of  the  steamers, 
arriving  at  Vancouver,  requires  thirty  railway  trains  to  distribute 
her  cargo.  •*  *  *  Our  (San  Francisco)  Chamber  of  Commerce 
circular  says  that  40  per  cent,  of  San  Francisco  trade  is  already 
gone,  and  the  other  60  per  cent,  will  follow.  *  *  *  Financially 
San  Francisco,  Seattle  and  Tacoma  are  beaten  out  of  the  race." 
The  Bankers'  Magazine  adds  that,  "  If  California  goes  on  as  she  is 
doing  for  twenty  years,  San  Francisco  will  be  a  quiet  village  com- 
pared with  Vancouver." 

Looking  more  closely  at  the  British  Columbian  port,  we  find 
that,  in  other  ways,  its  means  of  communication  and  transport  have 
been  largely  increased  during  the  year.  The  connection  of  Van- 
couver and  New  Westminster,  by  one  of  the  longest  electric  rail- 
ways on  the  continent,  besides  opening  to  settlement  and  remunera- 
tive culture  the  intervening  district,  has,  along  with  the  Eraser 
ferry  given  Vancouver  connection  with  the  State  of  Washington, 
over  the  Westminster  Southern  railroad.  The  Eraser  river  having 
been  bridged  at  Mission  Junction,  a  second  railway  connection  with 
Puget  Sound  has  been  efiected  over  the  Canadian  Pacific  and 
Bellingham  Bay  lines.  It  is  needless  to  add  that  there  is  extensive 
traffic  over  these  roads. 

Among  the  specific  industries  brought  into  operation  within  the 
year,  are  the  British  Columbia  Iron  Works  and  the  Sugar  Refinery, 
of  a  present  capacity  of  200  barrels  a  day,  built  with  a  view  to  early 
enlargement,  and  supporting  an  adjacent  barrel  factory.  Both  of 
these  concerns  are  doing  large  businesses.  Four  shipbuilding  yards 
are  in  operation  (one  for  iron  and  three  for  wooden  vessels).  The 
Union  S.S.  Company  of  British  Columbia  building  yard  has  been 
established  since  June  last,  and  have  built  two  steamers  of  400  tons 
and  one  of  100  tons.     In  connection  with  this  yard  metallic  boat- 
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"building  has  been  established.  It  is  worthy  of  notice  these  steel 
steamers  are  the  first  built  in  the  province  or  at  any  port  north  of 
San  Francisco.  Six  steamers  and  three  schooners  have  already  been 
turned  out,  while  others  are  on  the  stocks.  A  deep  sea  fishery 
':;ompany,  with  associated  transport  department,  for  conveyance  of 
fresh  fish  in  a  frozen  state  to  the  east,  is  developing  an  important 
trade,  ana  has  a  large  field  before  it,  while  a  dog-fish  oil  industry  is 
underway,  and  to  be  enlarged  next  summer.  The  lumber  industries, 
which  employ  about  2000  men,  have  been  supplemented  by  the  large 
North  Pacific  mill,  on  Burrard  Inlet,  also  by  a  shingle  mill  more 
centrally  located,  and  a  number  of  other  concerns  have  been  started. 
Four  vessels,  built  last  spring  in  Vancouver,  as  the  nucleus  of  a  fleet 
to  be  engaged  in  the  seal  fisheries,  have,  by  the  closure  of  Behring 
Sea,  been  prevented  from  participating  in  this  season's  catch,  but 
the  business  will  doubtless  be  resumed  on  the  conclusion  of  the 
inter-national  negotiations.  It  is  understood  the  authorities  will 
compensate  the  companies  for  their  loss.

The  important  village  of  Moodyville,  which  previously  drew  all 
articles  of  consumption  from  other  places,  is  now  provisioned  and 
supplied  by  Vancouver,  and  the  year  has  witnessed  important 
enlargement  of  the  city's  trade  through  the  excellent  coasting 
.service  of  the  Union  Steamship  Company  (a  Vancouver  corporation) 
with  steadily  increasing  fleet. 

The  purchase  by  English  capitalists  of  the  salmon  canneries, 
previously  financed  and  supplied  by  other  cities,  has  resulted  in 
making  Vancouver  the  centre  of  finance,  supply  and  distribution  for 
the  canning  industi'ies,  which  are  very  important,  the  Eraser  river 
brands  being  among  the  best  in  the  market.  Prior  to  the  present 
year,  the  provisioning  of  the  city  was  effected  in  great  measure  by 
direct  foreign  trade.  During  the  last  twelve  months,  however,  a 
cattle  trade  has  been  opened  with  Calgar}-,  in  Alberta,  the  smoking, 
tc,  of  salted  meats  has  b(>en  extensively  done  in  Vancouver,  and 
much  of  the  provision  business  has  passed  into  the  hands  of  local 
firms,  making  the  city  a  distributing  point  for  the  Province,  and 
retaining  here  a  large  annual  sum,  previously  expended  abroad. 
Eastern  companies  are  establishing  branches  in  the  city,  and,  among 
the  more  recent  additions  of  this  kind,  are  two  important  engineer- 
ing concerns,  while  the  Edison  Supply  Company  has  erected  a 
buildinir  for  its  own  use.

There  is  another  way  in  which  Vaiicouver  is  benefitted.  The 
excellent  sport  which  the  Province  afl'ords — both  stalking  and  small 
game  shooting— with  salmon  and  trou<^  tisliing,  attracts  many  sports- 
men to  the  city.  Tlie  following  descriptions  of  game  are  found  : 
Bear,  elk,  mountain  sheep,  and  (at  times)  Jaguar ;    and   the  trout 
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fishing  is  unexampled  in  Europe.  Sport  is  facilitated  by  the  enter- 
prise of  the  railway  company  which  has  established  resting  places,  at 
moderate  cost,  in  the  best  localities  along  the  line,  but  sportsmen 
sleep  in  the  open  air  without  ill  effect,  malarial  fever  of  any  kin<i 
being  unknown.  The  round  the  world  trips,  inaugurated  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  have  also  favorably  effected  the  city,  but 
the  number  of  visitors  from  these  causes  is  small,  compared  with 
that  of  the  tourists,  who  avail  themselves  of  the  railroad  on  account 
of  the  scenery,  which  is  indescribably  impressive.  It  is  not  too  much 
to  say  that  the  Canadi.m  Pacific  passage  through  the  mountains  is 
the  greatest  sermon  evei  presented  to  man  on  the  Divine  Majesty. 
The  artist  is  inspired,  the  lover  of  nature  satiated.  The  vast  heights, 
at  which,  by  sheer  ascents,  the  sunnnits  of  the  Rockies  pierce  the 
clouds,  the  ever-changing  configuration,  and  the  immensity  of  the 
magnitudes,  combine  in  overwhelming  grandeur,  while  the  wildness 
of  the  passes,  the  turbulence  of  the  torrents,  and  the  horror  of  the 
gorges  and  precipices,  is  indelibly  graven  on  the  memory.  The 
stream  of  travellers  rolls  with  ever  increasing  volume  along  this 
great  railway  artery  to  Vancouver.  Substantial  interests  are  often 
acquired  there  by  these  visitcjrs,  and  each  year  sees  a  larger  aggre- 
gate of  British  and  foreign  capital  concentrated  in  the  terminal  city. 

Building  was  somewhat  overdone  about  three  years  ago,  and 
the  citizens  seem  determined  nt)t  to  fall  into  the  same  error  a  second 
time.  What  has  been  done  this  year  has  therefore  been  to  meet 
actual  wants.  The  Bank  of  British  Columbia  has  completed  its 
handsome  edifice,  somewhat  resembling  one  of  the  fine  l)ank  build- 
ings in  London,  England.  Two  bi'ick  and  masonry  warehouses, 
(INfajor  and  Gold),  have  been  built  close  to  the  water,  and  con- 
tiguously with  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  track,  for  the  storage 
of  merchandise.  Both  are  good  repositories,  the  former  being  con- 
sidered the  most  substantial  in  British  Columbia.  The  ne^v  Hotel 
Metropole  and  the  Dougall  House  are  structures  of  archit(>ctural 
merit,  while  fully  half  a  dozen  other  new  blocks  are  worthy  of 
notice.  The  city  has  i-e-graded  part  of  Cordova  Street  to  suit  the 
footings  of  the  new  railway  depot,  where  work  is  now  in  progress, 
and  the  post  office  and  customs  house  are  expected  to  be  finished 
next  year.  These  promise  to  form  an  imposing  building.  The 
Opera  Plouse,  com})leted  nearly  a  year  ago,  has  ali-eady  had  on  its 
boards  many  well-known  artists,  and  was  stated  by  Mnie.  Sarah 
Bernhardt  to  be  the  best  theati'e  of  its  size  which  sht^  had  entered. 
Towards  100  residences  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  and  the 
city  electric  railway  has  l)een  consider<tbly  extended.  An  exccUent 
club  house  is  contracted  foi',  and  the  Bank  of  British  North  America 
has  called  for  tenders  for  its  new  premises. 

As  might  be  expected,  realty  shows  large  profits  in  and  around 
Vancouver,  although  prices  seem  surprisingly  l(nv  companjd  with 
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those  which  obtained  on  Puget  Sound  over  two  years  ago.  North 
Vancouver  has  been  formed  into  n,  municipality,  and  considerable 
British  capital  has  been  invested  during  the  year,  one  purchase  of 
property  having  aggregated  nearly  .$1,000,000.  The  discovery  of 
paying  mines  up  the  country,  has,  along  with  other  internal  resources, 
started  a  number  of  towns,  such  as  Nelson  and  Vernon,  into  exist- 
ence. Vancouver  capitalists  own  large  parts  of  some  of  these  towns, 
and  the  entire  tovvnsites  in  other  instances.  The  gradual  disposal 
of  these  properties  brings  large  yearly  sums  into  Vancouver. 

The  usual  ciiterion  of  a  city's  progress  show  results  corresponding 
with  the  above  facts.  By  the  courtesy  of  the  Customs  Department, 
we  are  enabled  to  state  that  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1891,  the 
city's  exports,  irrespectively  of  through  freight,  show  an  increase  of 
17  per  cent.,  and  the  imports  an  increase  of  66  per  cent,  over  the 
figures  for  the  preceding  year,  while  the  duties  collected  are  70  per 
cent.,  and  the  total  revenue  57  per  cent,  in  excess  of  those  for  the 
previous  12  months.  The  sale  of  postage  stamps,  which  indicates 
fairly  the  volume  of  general  business,  slunvs  this  year  an  increase  of 
about  25  per  cent,  over  1890.  The  city  assessment  for  1891  aggre. 
gates  811,977,375,  an  increase  of  26  per  cent,  on  that  of  1890. 


The  Municipal  Council  seems  to  have  responded  well  to  the 
calls  made  by  the  city's  growth,  and  has  shown  special  attention  to 
sanitary  improvements.  Street  grading  and  paving  has  been  largely 
extended,  some  streets  have  been  macadamized,  and  a  2,200  feet 
bridge  constructed.  The  whole  system  of  waterworks,  which  gives 
<in  unlimited  supply,  has  been  purchased  by  the  city,  the  sewerage 
system  has  been  extended  and  a  crematory  erected  for  the  disposal 
of  refuse. 


On  considering  the  factors  of  the  city's  further  development,  it 
.seems  likely  that  the  phenomenal  growth  of  the  past  will  be  eclipsed 
by  the  future.  For  some  undertakings  of  great  importance  negotia- 
tions, if  not  concluded,  are  at  least  well  advanced.  Active  steps  are 
being  taken  to  secure  further  railroad  connections  with  the  United 
States.  A  tramway,  behind  which  are  ulterior  railway  projects,  is 
to  be  constructed  of  standard  guage,  to  the  north  arm  of  the  Fraser 
liiver,  with  Steveston  and  Ladners  as  objective  points.  Direct 
steamship  connnvmication  is  to  be  established  with  Alaska,  consign- 
ments fi'om  the  Alaskan  fisheries  being  already  handled  in  Vancouver. 
Extensive  wharves,  freight  sheds  and  car  repair  shops,  also  a  large 
Oriental  bazaar,  are  to  be  constructed  by  the  Canadian  Pacific 
llailway.  The  Canadian  Pacific  ]{ailway  Hotel  is  to  be  enlarged, 
and  the  Hudson's  I3ay  C<tmpany  and  l^ank  of  Montreal  will  put  up 
large  buildings.  The  shipping  business  between  the  port  and 
England  is  increasing,  one  Vancouver  firm  having  just  chartered 
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three  vessels  for  the  voyage  from  London.  The  railroad  passenger 
transport  is  about  to  be  augmented  by  an  element  not  hitherto 
secured.  Seven  hundred  sailors  are  coming  out  over  the  railway 
for  relief  of  crews  serving  on  the  Pacific  station,  the  men-of-war 
being  paid  off  in  Vancouver.  The  Admiral's  Flag-Lieutenant  is  now 
at  Halifax  making  the  arrangements.  Various  industries  are  on  the 
way,  and  the  securitiy  of  land  titles  under  the  Government  registra- 
tion system,  coupled  with  the  high  rate  of  interest  on  mortgages, 
attracts  many  investors. 

While  the  isolation  and  inferior  productivity  of  the  islands  offer 
comparatively  small  attraction  to  settlers  the  mainland  of  the  Pro- 
vince is  being  rapidly  populated.  Towns  and  hamlets  are  springing 
up  and  as  illustrative  of  the  latter  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the 
Earl  of  Aberdeen  has  just  effected  a  second  purchase  of  agricultural 
land  (14,000  acres)  costing  £50,000  stg.,  which  is  to  be  divided  into 
small  sections,  and  settled  by  Scotch  farmers.  It  may  be  added  that 
the  British  Government  has  offered  to  financially  facilitate  the  settle- 
ment ^f  picked  men  of  the  Scotch  Crofters  on  the  coast  of  British 
Columbia,  with  a  view  of  developing  what  are  probably  the  finest 
fishing  grounds  in  the  world.  A  company  is  being  organized  in 
London,  with  a  largd  capital,  to  utilize  the  produce  of  these  fisheries, 
on  behalf  of  which  Col.  Engledue,  of  the  Royal  Engineers,  and  Major 
Clark,  of  the  Canadian  militia,  have  visited  and  practically  tested 
the  fishing  grounds,  which  proved  extraordinarily  productive.  It  is 
understood  that  a  fast  steamer  is  to  run  from  the  Crofter  settlements 
to  Vancouver,  where  a  site  has  been  already  secured  for  the  com- 
pany's factory. 

The  mineral  resources  of  the  country  are  measureless,  and  the 
present  time  marks  the  commencement  of  a  mining  activity,  pro- 
bably equal  to  that  of  Montana,  U.S.A.  The  interior  is  l)eing 
opened  up  by  the  energy  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  adminis- 
tration. The  mining  district  of  Nelson  has  now  steam  conmiuni- 
cation,  by  land  and  lake,  with  Burrard  Inlet,  the  railway  track  is 
laid  to  Vernon,  and  right  of  way  is  now  being  obtained  for  another 
railroad  to  the  fertile  valley  and  rising  town  of  Chilliwack.  All 
lines  converge  on  this  city  of  Vancouver,  which,  in  five  years  and  a 
half,  has  emerged  from  the  forest,  risen  from  ashes,  and  become  ti:e 
connnercial  metropolis  of  a  ter»-i<^ory  hnlf  as  large  again  as  France. 
Every  new  development  on  the  British  Columbian  mainland  sends 
wealth  to  her  vaults,  every  town  .iiul  village  extend  the  ramifications 
of  her  trade. 

A  development  of  this  kind  might  be  expected  to  afllord  some 
reasonable  measure  of  satisfaction,  but,  not  content  with  her  share 
of  the  earth,  Vancouver  wants  the  ocean.     The  acquisition  of  the 
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China  line  and  "  40  per  cent  of  San  Francisco's  trade "  seems  only 
to  have  whetted  her  appetite.  She  now  stretches  out  for  Australia. 
Present  traffic  with  that  country  is  generally  by  sailing  vessel,  and 
the  advent  of  a  line  of  steamers  running  to  the  Australian  ports, 
will  go  far  towards  giving  Vancouver  the  commercial  supremacy  of 
the  Pacific.  The  increase  of  commerce,  consequent  on  the  establish- 
ment of  this  line,  will  materially  benefit  both  countries.  Some  items 
may  be  indicated.  The  characteristic  timber  of  each  country  is  a 
desideratum  in  the  other,  and  as  British  Columbia  is  capable  of 
supporting  a  large  woollen  industry,  the  import  of  Australian  wool 
will  assume  large  proportions.  The  present  produce  of  the  British 
Columbia  fisheries  can  easily  be  doubled,  when  the  requisite  markets 
are  accessible,  and  Brisbane,  Melbourne  and  Sydney,  on  account  of 
inadecjuate  native  supply,  can  take  a  quantity  equal  to  the  whole 
present  output  of  the  Pacific  Province,  as  soon  as  steamers  are 
available  for  the  transport  of  fresh  fish  in  a  frozen  state.  It  may 
be  added  that  caviare  factories  are  likely  to  be  started,  the  Fraser 
River  sturgeon  being  ec^ual  to  those  of  the  best  Russian  rivers.  It 
has  been  stated  that  the  route  from  Australia,  via  Vancouver,  will 
become  a  favorite  one  with  travellers,  who,  besides  saving  five  days 
between  Brisbane  and  London,  will  avoid  the  long  monotonous 
voyage  from  King  George's  Sound  to  Suez,  as  well  as  the  unhealthy 
passage  of  the  Red  Sea. 

There  is  one  further  matter,  which  merits  the  strongest  emphasis. 
Unless  British  manufacturers  take  preventive  steps,  er-e  many  years 
have  passed,  the  manufacturers  of  British  Columbia  and  of  the 
Pacific  States,  will  supply  the  Asiatic  markets  with  such  industrial 
products  as  are  now  furnished  by  the  factories  of  Manchester,  Leeds, 
Birmingham  and  Sheffield.  The  facts  justifying  this  statement  are 
the  greater  proximity  of  the  United  States  Pacific  coast  to  the  Asian 
seaports,  and  the  conse(iuent  saving  in  transport  charges  from  the 
sources  of  production  to  seats  of  consumption,  also  the  practicability 
of  commanding  cheap  labor  elements  on  the  Pacific  shore,  in  the 
native  Indian,  and  imported  Japanese  and  Chinese  workers.  British 
Columbian  capitalists  will  see  to  it  that  these  industries  are  estiib- 
lished  in  Vancouver  city,  and  that  tlie  Western  States  do  not  take 
the  place  of  the  English  manufacturing  districts.  If  the  British 
manufacturers  in  their  own  interesfs  decide  on  starting  branch 
industries  here,  from  which  to  supply  the  Orient,  they  will  be 
welcomed,  but  if  they  fail  to  act  in  the  matter,  Vancouver  will  start 
the  factories  herself. 


On  surveying  Vancouver,  we  see  that  she  is  the  natural  western 
rampart  of  the  Dominion,  the  continent  behind,  the  ocean  before  her. 
Her  harbor  is  perfect,  her  main  railroad  the  longest  in  the  world. 
The  country,  of  which  she  forms  the  emporium  and  focus  of  com 
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munication,  is  of  immense  resource,  and,  while  yet  in  its  infincy, 
pours  riches  into  her  lap.  Forest  and  fishery,  mine  and  agricultural 
district,  must  indefinitely  augment  her  wealth,  her  traffic  is  extend- 
ing in  every  direction,  her  centralized  industries  are  being  multiplied, 
and  each  year  the  commerce  of  China,  the  Indies  and  Australia^ 
enters  more  largely  the  gateway  of  her  harbor.  It  seems  as  though 
Vancouver  may  yet  be  the  great  port  of  th3  Pacific,  or  to  adopt  the 
words  of  President  Harrison,  in  his  last  year's  message  to  Congress, 
that  we  may  see  "  Vancouver  substituted  for  San  Francisco  as  the 
American  terminus." 


A  notice  in  the  North  American  Review  says  of  Vancouver : — 

Its  Positiox  and  Prospects. 

Of  the  many  cities  which,  from  time  to  time,  the  extension  of 
British  commerce  and  the  development  of  her  colonial  possessions 
have  created,  there  is  perhaps  no  one  whose  position  is  so  uni«|ue, 
whose  growth,  while  solid,  has  been  so  rapitl  or  whose  future  is  so 
assured  as  that  of  Vancouver,  British  Columbia,  nor  at  the  same 
time  is  there  perhaps  a  city  about  whose  geographical  position  'and 
surroundings  so  little  is  actually  known  by  the  world  at  large.  For 
this,  there  may  doubtless  be  advanced  in  excuse  that  until  the 
barriers  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  had  been  overcome,  and  the  arrival 
and  departure  of  the  jVIontreal  express  become  daily  events  on  the 
shores  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  public  attention  had  scarcely  been 
aroused  to  the  fact  that  Canada  even  possessed  a  Pacific  province, 
and  still  less  that  by  bringing  this  formerly  almost  inaccessible  of 
colonies  in  touch  with  the  world,  she  may  not  inaptly  be  said  to 
have  permitted  the  debut  of  her  youngest  and  fairest  daughter. 

Unlike  the  eastern  and  central  provinces  of  the  Dominion — 
subject  as  they  are  to  the  extremes  of  heat  and  cold — British 
Columbia,  extending  over  eleven  degrees  of  latitude,  and  whose 
limits  exceed  the  combined  areas  of  the  British  Isles,  France, 
Belgium,  Holland,  and  Denmark,  fanned  by  the  southwest  winds 
of  the  Pacific,  sheltered  to  the  north  and  east  by  her  mighty  moun- 
tains, and  having  her  shores  Iftved  by  the  warm  Japan  current  (twin 
sister  to  the  Gulf  stream  of  the  Atlantic)  has  her  harbors  perpetually 
open,  and  j)osses8es  in  the  coast  section  an  fiverage  temperature  very 
similar  to  that  of  Devonshire,  England,  or  to  the  north  of  France, 
while  even  in  the  upland  valleys  cattle  find  fodder  and  are  left  out 
all  winter.  The  vegetation  of  the  province  is  almost  entirely  ever- 
green ;  the  mountains,  far  as  the  eye  can  reach,  are  clad  with  dense 
forests  right  up  to  the  snow  line,  chief  among  the  trees  being  the 
Douglas  pine  and  cedar,  both  attaining  to  an  immense  size,  a 
diameter  of  15  feet  and  a  height  of  250  feet,  being  by  no  means 
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uncorrraon ;  the  ground  is  everywhere  carpeted  with  rich  natural 
grasses,  clover,  vetch,  and  fern — the  rivers  and  bays  teem  with  fish, 
while  the  mineral  resources  may  be  best  described  as  inexhaustible, 
coal  being  abundant  and  of  excellent  quality,  both  on  the  mainland 
and  Vancouver  Island,  while  the  mountains  contain  iron,  gold, 
silver,  lead,  copper,  and  zinc ;  granite  (similar  to  Aberdeen),  ex- 
cellent sandstone  and  limestone  are  easily  accessible,  and  good  clay 
is  abundant ;  it  will  therefore  readily  be  seen  that  increased  capital 
and  population  alone  are  needed  to  make  British  Columbia  one  of 
the  most  flourishing  and  prosperous  countries  on  the  globe,  and 
nothing  will  attract  these  or  assist  more  to  the  attainment  of  that 
result  than  the  fact  that  the  great  future  emporium  of  the  province 
is  situated  so  happily  as  the  city  of  Vancouver.  One  hundred  and 
iifty  miles  inland  from  Cape  Flattery,  the  point  at  which  the  Straits 
of  San  Juan  de  Fuca  debouch  on  the  open  Pacific,  sheltered  on  the 
west  by  the  mountains  of  Vancouver  Island,  on  the  south  by  the 
Olympian  and  Baker  ranges  of  Washington,  and  on  the  north  and 
west  by  the  triple  ranges  of  the  province — the  Cascades,  the  Selkirks, 
and  the  Rockies — Burrard  Inlet  is  admittedly  one  of  the  finest  har- 
bors in  the  world,  and  nothing  can  surpass  the  grandeur  of  the  scene 
which  meets  the  traveller's  gaze  when,  on  a  clear  day  approaching 
from  the  Gulf  of  Georgia  and  having  crossed  the  outer  portion, 
known  as  English  Bay,  he  passes  through  the  Lions'  Gate  and 
suddenly  finds  spread  out  before  him  this  beautiful  haven  which, 
almost  land-locked  at  its  entrance,  spreads  to  a  width  of  three  miles, 
and  again  contracting  and  dividing  into  two  arms  pierces  the  land 
for  a  distance  severally  of  16  and  21  miles.  On  the  south  shore  lies 
the  city  of  Vancouver,  and  it  needs  but  half  a  glance  to  see  how 
wisely  its  location  has  been  selected,  and  quite  naturally  does  one 
forecast  what  must  be  its  extent,  and  what  a  picture  of  busy  life  its 
waters  must  present  in  the  not  I'ar  distant  future.  Fronting  the 
wharves,  to  which  the  largest  vessel  can  freely  steer  at  all  times,  the 
view  of  the  north  shore  is  extremely  picturesque,  the  fore  shore  being 
a  gentle  slope,  giving  place  at  a  distance  of  a  few  miles  to  a  ridge  of 
mountains  whose  peaks,  towering  to  over  4,500  feet,  are  snow  -capped 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  while  their  sides  are  covered  by  an 
unbroken  forest.  Two  of  the  peaks,  as  seen  from  Vancouver,  bear  a 
most  marked  resemblance  to  "lions  couchants,"  hence  the  appellation 
of  "  the  Lions'  Gate."  The  city  occupies,  at  first  a  peninsula  sloping 
gently  on  the  one  hand  to  the  inlet  and  on  the  other  to  English  Bay, 
behind  which  rise  the  extensions  of  Mount  Pleasant  and  Fairview, 
while  eastwards  it  is  bounded  by  the  township  of  Hastings. 
Although  but  five  years  ago  the  embryo  city  was  entirely  destroyed 
by  fire  Vancouver  now  possesses  over  60  miles  of  graded  streets,  50 
miles  of  planked  sidewalks,  and  an  assessed  valuation  exceeding 
$12,000,000. 
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Another  contribution  to  same  periodical  says  : — 

An  evidence  of  advancement  we  have  in  schools,  the  :nemory  of 
some  of  the  young  pupils  carrying  them  back  to  the  days  of  a  one- 
roomed  school  being  sufficient.  At  this  writing  we  have  two  large 
brick  buildings,  sixteen  rooms ;  one  wooden,  four  rooms ;  one 
wooden,  three  rooms ;  one  high  school,  two  rooms,  employing 
twenty-five  teachers.  Then  the  improvements  and  additions  for 
1892  Avill  call  for  an  expenditure  of  some  !?1 00,000  for  school 
grounds  and  buildings. 

Our  health  inspectors  report  as  follows  :  "  You  will  find  cause 
for  congratulation  in  the  fact  that  Vancouver  stands  to  day  the 
healthiest  city  in  America,  as  proven  by  the  extraordinary  low  death 
rate  of  7^  per  thousand  from  all  causes.  Deducting  from  this  acci- 
dental deaths,  suicides,  etc.,  we  reduce  this  to  5  15/16  per  thousand." 

Our  water  sujiply,  now  controlled  by  the  city,  is  abundant  and 
of  excellent  quality,  brought  from  large  streams  at  a  high  altitude 
on  the  mountains  immediately  north  of  our  harbor. 

The  figures  given  are  connected  with  a  youthful  city,  yet  one 
so  well  known  that  it  is  almost  unneces^.ary  to  note  that  it  is 
situated  on  the  north  shore  of  Burrard  Inlet  (which  makes  its 
harbor,  and  a  magnificent  harbor  it  is),  a  splendid  almost  land- 
locked sheet  of  water,  some  20  miles  long  by  one  to  three  miles  wide, 
capable  of  accommodating  the  navies  of  the  world  and  on  which  ice 
is  unknown. 

Nature  having  provided  one  of  the  finest  imaginable  harbors 
and  one  of  the  most  suitable  sites  for  a  great  city,  the  C-^nadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company  naturally  adopted  v.he  position  as  the 
position  as  the  terminus  of  their  extensive  line  which  now  makes 
part  of  the  great  rapid  transit  route  betv/een  Great  Britain  and  the 
Orient.  This  action  on  the  part  of  an  immense  co-poration,  the 
extent  of  whose  connections  closely  identifies  them  with  the  best 
interests  of  the  British  Empire,  at  once  made  the  promises  of  future 
greatness  for  Vancouver  City  beyond  the  doubtful  stage.  In  1886 
great  things  were  expected  for  this  Pacific  coast  town.  In  1892  we 
find  those  expectations  being  realized  as  shown  to  some  extent  by 
following  figures:

The  ordinary  observer  can  readily  seee  at  a  glance  that  our 
rapid  advancement  has  been  brought  about  by  our  natural  location 
as  a  connecting  link  between  railways  and  shipping,  admirably 
adaptable  as  the  leading  receiving  and  distributing  point  of  a 
province  possessed  of  innnense  resources  in  mineral,  piscatorial, 
agricultural  and  arboreal  wealth;  by  our  mild,  equable  and  most 
healthful  climate,  and  by  our  rapidly  increasing  population,  being 
an  energetic,  hardworking,  thrifty,  law  abiding  class. 

At  the  writing,  reports  from  the  mining  sections  point  to  the 
excitement  of  early  days  in  British  Columbia  being  repeated  in  the 
near  future,  and  just  as  soon  as  this  comes  about  Vancouver  will, 
by  her  favorable  position,  reap  her  full  share  of  the  advantage. 

Of  some  forty  saw  mills  in  the  Province  a  dozen  or  more  are 
tributary  to  Vancouver,  their  shipments  to  foreign  places  bringing 
ships  of  many  different  nations  to  our  harbor.  The  immense  forests 
o^  our  country  guarantee  a  continuation  of  this. 

Unlimited  fishery  grounds  contiguous  to  Vancouver  abounding 
with  wealth  await  intelligent  attention  to  make  them  a  great  stimu- 
lus to  the  trade  of  the  city.  A  grand  climate,  most  productive  soil, 
good  prices  and  a  radidly  increasing  population  in  other  lines  guaran- 
tee the  agriculturist  a  good  return  for  his  investments  and  labors, 
particularly  in  small  farms  and  market  gardens  near  Vancouver. 

The  residents,  believing  in  a  National  policy  and  loyal  to  home 
industries,  and  our  manufacturers  often  find  an  early  extension 
necessary,  a  case  in  point  being  the  sugar  refinery,  which  commenced 
operations  early  in  1891.  Others  that  have  had  to  increase  capacity, 
such  as  founderies,  furniture  factory,  breweries,  lime  kilns,  brick 
yards,  cigar  factories,  etc.,  etc.,  might  be  noticed  at  length  did  space 
permit.  Suffice  it  to  note,  we  have  a  considerable  number  of  flour- 
ishing industries  in  our  midst,  yet  there  is  room  for  more.  Being 
the  objective  point  of  about  all  transcontinental  railways,  and  of 
many  Pacific  Ocean  steamship  lines,  Vancouver's  anticipations  are 
by  no  means  small.

There  has  been  a  falling  off  jf  about  85,000  cases  in  the  pack  of 
the  past  year.  The  official  figures  for  1890,  were  399,912,  and  the 
total  for  thr  past  year,  which,  of  coui'se,  is  only  approximate,  the 
full  returns  from  the  canneries  not  as  yet  having  received,  is 
304,978.  The  run  on  the  Skeena  has  been  about  an  average,  but  on 
the  Fraser  River  and  Alert  Bay  the  past  has  been  an  off  year. 
However,  the  reputation  of  the  various  canneries  is  gaining  for 
them  liberal  support,  and  new  establishments  are  being  prepared  for 
operation  next  season.  The  outlook  for  the  year  is  encouraging, 
following  are  the  approximate  returns  for  the  past  season :

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THE   SEALING    INDUSTRY 

There  was  considerable  trouble  in  sealing  circles  during  the  year 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  JJehring  Sea  had  been  closed  by  the 
British  and  American  Governments.  Very  many  of  the  vessels 
were  ordered  out  of  the  waters  while  engaged  in  their  work,  and 
the  owners  are  now  claiming  compensation  for  loss  thus  sustained. 
Most  of  the  skins  were  also  contracted  for  before  the  opening  of  the 
season,  and  a  fall  in  the  London  markets  proved  a  loss  to  the  specu- 
lating purchasers  of  $5  per  skin  on  an  average.  Nevertheless,  the 
fleet  for  the  ensuing  season  promises  to  be  the  largest  which  has. 
ever  set  out  from  Victoria.  The  following  figures  show  the  catch
